at thoue exorcises than there were 
last year at both the meetings held 
in this city and Marshflelcl. There is 
no question but what in years to 
come there will be a larger attend- 
ance at the exercises each year, as 
it is a nice day's outing for both the 
scholars and thoir parents. 


A mini bar ( f songs were sung by 


the graduates, at which they did very 
nicely, after which County Superin- 
tendent D 'vies of Sauk County'gave 
those assembled a talk. Mr. Davies 
is an inU'a'eating talker, and It is 
safe to say that there was not a per- 
son present who did not profit by 
what he had to say. 
Mr. Davies is 


not a funny man by any means, but 
he intersperced his talk with enough 
humor so that it was interesting to 
everybody and especially instructive 
to the young people. 
There were 


short talks by County Superintendent 
Varney and Professor Jackson, after 
which some more songs were sung 
and the diplomas awarded to the 
graduates. 


Clwing to- the large number of 


graduates it was impossible to carry 
out this part of the program as at 
first intended, as there was not suffi- 
cient time for each one to give his 
quotation, but a number of them re- 
sponded, after which the remainder 
of the diplomas were delivered with- 
out the responses. 


As a large number of those in at- 


tendance were from the'north end 
of the county the officials of the Soo 
line, kindly consented to hold the 
afternoon train for half an hour, so 
that those in attendance were 'en- 
abled to get back to their home that 
evening.

COMPRESSED SCHOOL HOOKS 


Two Milwaukee women teachers 


have been doing some very advanced 
thinking and have conducted an ex- 
periment, the results of which offer 
a 
great 
contribution 
toward 
the 


health of school children. For years 
they've been utilizing their opportun- 
ities to observe children and long ago 
came to the conclusion that keeping 
children in school for long hours was 
defeating its own object. They saw 
the "pep" that the children brought 
to school In the fall run out toward 
spring; 
they saw dancing, sparkling 


eyes, so characteristic of the begin- 
ning of the school term, take on an 
equally characteristic and disquiet- 
ing end-of-term look in spring. 


This didn't seem right to these 


women. 
Being themselves vigorous 


minded they refused to consider it 
right simply because it existed. They 
therefore, began a quiet persistent 
flght for the life of their idea that a 
few hours of concentration in school 
is worth more than many hours of 
mere time serving. 


Conditions favored their radical 


proposal to conduct an .experimental 
class in half-day sessions because the 
school was. over crowded in the prim- 
ary grades. 
Their offer to meet the 


increasing attendance demands with- 
out provision of otherwise necessary 
new buildings was adroit and well 
timed. 
Here was a bargain, two 


classes in one room, one teacher and 
plenty of room for the pupils in re- 
turn for suspending for a few montVs 
a fixed Idea of requiring long hours 
school attendance. 


I've had a chance to observe that 


experiment closely and I am no less 
enthusiastic than the teachers about 
the result. 
I believe that they are 


absolutely right when they declare 
that not alone can as much as, but 
more, learning be accomplished in a 
half-day session than in a whole day. 
What is lo&t In drll'l time is made up 
many times over by the condition of 
the children's bodies which are kept 
vigorous by out door play. An equal- 
ly important flaotor is that their 
young minds don't go stale by being

The nomination of Mr. Hughes came 


on the third ballot of the 1916 con- 
vention.

Pont, 5; Weeks, 3; Lodge, 7, and La

down the proposal of Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt that United States Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodgo be named as a 
compromise candidate.

John M. Parker of Louisiana was 


named by the Progressives aa their 
candidate for vice president 


By the time New Jersey was called 


on the roll of states, Hughes had 
polled a majority of the votes of the 
convention.

man was the signal for a wild out- 
burst in the Coliseum—the scene of 
many wild outbursts in the last few 
days. 


Choice Made Unanimous. 


Chairman Harding announced the 


nomination of Hughes, and Alex. P. 
Moore of Pittsburgh and 
Senator 


Lodge, who voted for Theodore Roose- 
velt, moved to make it unanimous. 


The nomination was made unani- 


mous with a roaring chorus of "Ayes" 
and not a single "No." 


Senator Lodge made an eloquent ap- 


peal for Hughes in seconding the 
motion for unanimity. 


New Mexico nominated Fairbanks 


for vice president. 
Governor Willis 


of Ohio seconded Fall banks. 


Nebraska was the next state to re- 


spond and H. H. Baldridge nominated 
former Senator Burkett. 


Charles Warren Fairbanks of Indi- 


ana was nominated on the first bal- 
lot as the vice presidential candidate 
of the Republican party. 


The fact 'hat Roosevelt had been 


nominated by the rival convention, in 
no wise dampened the ardor or the 
enthusiasm of the Republican dele- 
gates.

HUGHES ACCEPTS AND RESIGNS OFFICE 


Washington. Junf 10.—Justice Charles Evans Hughes accepted the 
Republican nomination for the presidency, and resigned from the Su- 
preme court of tho "United States. He issued tbe folluwins statement: 
r'To the President: 
"I hereby resign the office of associate justice of the Supreme court 
of the United States 
"I am. sir, respectfullv yours, 
CHARTjES E. HUGHES." 
Hughes' statement of tho acceptance of the Republican nomination 
follows- 
"Hon. 
Warren G. Harding. Chairman Republican National Committee. 
ChJcag-o 111. 
"Mr. 
Chairman and Delegates: I have not desired the nomination. 
I have wished to remain on the bench, but In this critical period of our 
national history I recognize that it is your right to summon and ray 
paramount duty to respond. You speak at a time of national exigency, 
transcending merely partisan consideration 


"You 
voice the demand of the dominant, thoroughgoing1 American- 
ism, with firm, protective, upbuilding policies essential to our peace and 
security; and to that call in this crisis I cannot fall to answer with 
the pledge of all that Is In me to the service of our country. Therefore 
I accept the nomination. 
"I stand for the firm and unflinching maintenance of all the rights 
of American citizens on land and sea. I neither Impugn motives nor 
underestimate difficulties. 
"But it is more regrettably true that in our foreign relations we 
have suffered Incalculably from the weak and vacillating course which 
hiia been taken as regards Mexico—a course lamentably wrong with 
regard to both our rights and our duties. 
"We Interfered without consistency and while seeking to dictate 
when we were not concerned, we utterly failed to appreciate and dis- 
charge our plain duty to our citizens 


"At tho outset of the administration the high responsibilities of our 
diplomatic Intercourse with foreign nations were subordinated to a con- 
ception of partisan requirements, and we presented tho world a humili- 
ating spectacle of Ineptitude. 


"The 
latest efforts have not availed to recover tho Influence anfl 
prestige so unfortunately sacrificed; and brave words have been stripped 
of their force by indecision. 
"I desire to see our diplomacy restored to its best standards, and 
to have these advanced: to ha\ e no sacrifices of national interests to 
partisan expediency, to have the flrst abllltv of the country always at 
its command, here and abroad, in diplomatic1 intercourse; to maintain 
firmly our rights under our laws; Insisting steadfastly upon our rights 
as neutrals and fully performing our international obligations; and by 
the clear correctness and justice of our position, and our manifest ability 
and disposition to sustain them, to dignify our place among the nations. 
"I stand for an Americanism which knows no ulterior purpose for 
a patriotism which is single and complete. "\Vhether native or natural- 
ised, of whatever race or creed we have bu'£ on« country, and wo do 
not for an instant tolerate any divisions of allegiance. 
"1 belie\e in making prompt provision to assura absolutely our 
national security. 
"I believe in preparedness, not only entirely adequate for our de- 
fense with respect to numbers and equipment in both army and navy 
but with all thoroughness to the end that in each branch of the service 
there may be the utmost efficiency under tho most competent adminis- 
trative heads. 


"Wo are devoted to the Ideal of honorable peace. We wish to pro- 
mote all wise and p-acticable measures for the just settlement of Inter- 
national disputes 
In \iew of our abiding ideals, there Is no danger of 
militarism in this country. 


"We have no politv of aggressiveness; no lust for territory: no zeal 
for strife 
It is In this spirit that we demand adequate provision for 
national defense and we condemn the Inexcusable neglect that has been 
shown In this matter of first national Importance. 
"We must have tho strength which self-respect demands the 
strength of an efficient nation ready for every emergency."

Following this the regular committees 
were appointed and organized and rou- 
tine convention business went for- 
ward. There was only moderate ex- 
pression of enthusiasm at any time.

Charles Evans Hughes' fame rests 


principally on his conduct of the' in 
surance investigation and his career 
as governor of New York state. 


An iron will, incorruptible charac- 


ter and remarkable reasoning ability 
are characteristica commonly attrib- 
uted to him. 


Mr. Hughes was born at Glens Falls, 


N. Y, April 11, 1862, the son of 
Welshman who had coma to this coun- 
try in 1855. 


He graduated from Brown univer- 


sity in 1881. 


In 1SS2 he entered Columbia Law 


school, New York city. He was grad- 
uated two years later at the head of 
his class and became a member of the 
New York bar. 


In 1888 he entered tha law firm of 


Carter, Hughes & Cravath, and about 


Charles Warren Fairbanks 


the same time married Miss Antoi- 
nette Carter, daughter of Walter 3. 
Carter, senior member of the firm. 


First Attracts Attention. 


Ha first attracted newspaper atten- 


tion In 1905, when he became counsel 
for the Stephens gas investigating 
committee. 
Mr. Hughes uncovered 


the ramifications of the gas and elec- 
tric light monopoly of the metropolis 
and later assisted in framing several 
legislative bills to bring relief to bad 
conditions he had discovered. 


In the same year started the fa- 


mous life insurance Investigation. 


When asked to take up the work ot 


counsel to tha investigating commit- 
tee Mr. Hughes declined, except on 
condition that he be given free rein 
and allowed to handle the probe 
thoroughly. 


The investigation lasted four months 


and resulted in a revolution in insur- 
ance methods. 


In the autum,n of 1906 Mr. Hughes 


was elected governor of New York 
state by tha Republicans. 
In 1910 


President Taft appointed Mr. Hughes 
an associate justice of the Supreme 
court, and he tools office on October 1 
of that year.

The climax of the women's demon- 


stration was a tableau at the old Art 
Museum, where Liberty stood on a 
pedestal in t,he center of a pyramid of 
beauteous ladies.

after the convection adjourned. Auto- 
mobiles carried the city's guests on a 
tour of St. Louis, after which there 
was a moonlight excursion on the Mis- 
sissippi river, with a dinner, on the 
steamer Grey Eagle.

POINT SAYS KEEP THE 


U. S. FIRST. 


STRIKE ONLY 
FOR VICTORY 


Executive Declares That America Has 


Nothing to Gain by War, But Must 
Be Ready to Protect Its Rights—As- 
serts America Means What It Says. 


West Point, N. 1., Juno 15.—Presi- 


dent Wilson, making his first address 
since the presidential campaign begun, 
discussed on Tuesday prepuredness, 
militarism, Americanism, the cause of 
the war In Europe, peace, tlio Mon- 
roe doctrine, divided allegiance and 
the ideals of America. lie declared 
It is the present Imperative duty of 
llio United Stales to be prepared, add- 
In?: ".Mankind is i;olns to know that 
when America speaKb she means what 
she says." 


The president said I ho United States 


should not be a bluMeimf,' nation, a 
iiiitKin with "a chip on its shoulders," 
but a calm nation \\lilch \\ill \Mlhhold 
its li uul so long as possible and strike 
oiih for victory. 


The president's address ran through 


the almost entire list of subjects dis- 
cussed by former Justice Hughes in 
his teleguim accepting the Republican 
nomination, and he declared that the 
United States is ready to join with 
other nations to sec Dial tlio kind of 
justice It believes in Is given. 


Shaking his finger emphatically, the 


president told the graduates oC the 
military academy and a large audience 
that nobody who does not put America 
fiist cun be tolerated. lie added, how- 
ever, that true Amei leans should set u 
good example. 


The president declared the present

The United States

10 DIE, 2 SHIPS LOST IN FIRE 


Rumors of Bomb Plot in $3,000,000 


Blaze Near Baltimore—Forty Men 


Escape by Leaping Into River. 


Baltimore, Mil., June 10.—Ten men 


were killed, 50 others injured, a grain 
elevator destioyed, a pier badly dam- 
aged and two British Steamers almost 
destroyed by fire which started in 
grain elevator No. 3 on Tuesday at 
Lower Canton. 
In addition to the 


known dead nnd injured Severn, per- 
sons are missing. 


The loss was estimated at 53,000,- 


000. 
The origin o" (he fire is not 


known. One report said the fire was 
of incendiary origin nnd that the ex- 
plosion was that of a bomb. 


The grain, nearly 2,000.000 bushels, 


was destined for Great Britain. The 
steamers set afire are the Wellbeck 
Hall nnd tho Wellenlmm Driel, Sr. 
They were being loaded from the ele- 
vator. 


Forty men who were trapped in the 


burning elevator saved their lives by 
jumping into the river. 


Benjamin Worsham, captain of n 


launch ferry, rescued 27 men who had 
leaped into the water to avoid crema- 
tion. 


The elevator was known as No. 3 of 


a group owned by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. It contained about 1,000.000 
bushels of grain at the time of the 
fire.

Roosevelt Offers Lodge. 


Tho Roosevelt proposal to select 


his friond, Henry Cabot Lodge, as a 
compromise candidate was never tak- 
en seriously by the Republicans. 


Lodge's name was not even for- 


mally placed In nomination before the 
Republican convention. 


The report of the "peace" confer- 


ence committees showing that the 
Progressive "peace committee" had 
agreed to put the name of Hughes 
before that convention hardly caused 
a stir, nor did the news that came a 
few minutes later that the report had 
been tabled by tho Progressives. 


Meanwhile Hughes was in the air, 


on every tongue. Delegates were Im- 
patient to get to balloting. The feel- 
Ing was everywhere that the third bal- 
lot of the convention for president 
would be the last—and it was. 


Harding Is Chairman. 


The Republican convention opened 


at the Coliseum at 11 a. m., June 1. 
Senator Warren G. Harding of Ohio 
was elected temporary chairman, and 
he delivered a speech setting forth 
conservative 
Republican principles. 


Following this the regular committees 
were appointed and organized and rou- 
tine convention business went for- 
ward. There was only moderate ex- 
pression of enthusiasm at any time. 


With the hops of agreeing an a presi- 


dential candidate whom both parties 
might support, the Progressives, in 
convention at the Auditorium, and the 
Republicans appointed a joint confer- 
ence committee Thursday, and this 
committee met at the Chicago club. 
Shortly after midnight it was an- 
nounced that no progress had been 
made toward fusion of the two parties. 


The Republican members of this 


committee were Senator Reed Smoot 
of Utah, W. Murray Crans, ex-senator 
from Massachusetts; Senator William 
E. Borah of Idaho, Nicholas Murray 
Butler of New York, president of Co- 
lumbia university; A. R. Johnson of 
Ohio, a former congressman. The Pro- 
gressive members were Gov. Hiram 
Johnson of California, Horace S. Wil- 
kinson of New York, Charles J. Bona- 
parte of Maryland, former attorney 
general, John M. Parker of Louisiana, 
George W. Perkins of New York. 


Nominating speeches began in the 


Republican convention about three 
o'clock Friday afternoon, and nomina- 
tions were closed before eight o'clock. 
Balloting began at once. Two ballots 
were taken before adjournment for the 
eight. Progressives In Session. 


The Progressive convention opened 


at exactly the same time the Republi- 
cans started their meeting. Tempo- 
rary Chairman Raymond Robins deliv- 
ered the Progressive policy speech.

business 
followed—but

wasn't routine in the same way as the 
Republican session was. The Progres- 
sive*,, with such men as William Allen 
White, Victor Murdock and Hiram 
Johnson, were loudly 
enthusiastic.

Career of Justice Hughes, 


Charles Evans Hughes' fame rests 


principally on his conduct of the' in- 
surance investigation and his career 
as governor of New York state. 


An iron will, incorruptible charac- 


ter and remarkable reasoning ability 
are characteristics commonly attrib- 
uted to him. 


Mr. Hughes was born at Glens Falls, 


N. Y., April 11. 1862, the son of a 
Welshman who had come to this coun 
try In 1855. 


He graduated from Brown univer- 


sity in 1S81. 


In 1SS2 he entered Columbia Law 


school, New York city. He was grad' 
uated two years later at the head of 
his class and became a member of the 
New York bar. 


In 1888 he entered the law -firm of 


Carter, Hughes & Cravath. and about 


Charles Warren Fairbanks. 


the same time married Miss Antoi- 
nette Carter, daughter of Walter S. 
Carter, senior member of the firm. 


First Attracts Attention. 


He first attracted newspaper atten- 


tion in 1905, when he became counsel 
for the Stephens gas investigating 
committee. 
Mr. Hughes uncovered 


the ramifications of the gas and elec- 
tric light monopoly of the metropolis 
and later assisted in framing several 
legislative bills to bring relief to bad 
conditions he had discovered. 


In the same year started the fa- 


mous life insurance investigation. 


When asked to take up the work of 


counsel to the investigating commit- 
tee Mr. Hughes declined, except on 
condition that he be given free rein 
and allowed to handle the probe 
thoroughly. 


The investigation lasted four months 


and resulted in a revolution la lnsur» 
ance methods. 


In the autumn of 1906 Mr. Hughes 


was elected governor of New York 
state by the Republicans. 
In 1910 


President Taft appointed Mr. Hughes 
an associate justice of the Supreme 
court, and he took office on October 1 
of that year.

Roosevelt Says He Will Withdraw 


From Race If Progressive Com- 


mittee Considers Statement 


by Hughes Satisfactory. 


Chicago, June 12. — Theodore 
relt, who was nominated by acclama- 
tion for president of the United States 
in the Progressive national conven- 
tion Saturday, has declined the nomi- 
nation conditionally. 


Both Progressive and Republican 


leaders in touch with Oyster Bay seem 
satisfied that Roosevelt will stand 
with Hughes on the statement issued 
by the Republican nominee. They be- 
lieve Col. Roosevelt is definitely out 
of the Moose party, leaving it leader- 
less, as far as he is concerned, for this 
campaign at least, and that he will be 
one of the supporters of the Repub- 
lican ticket this fall. 


The Colonel's Answer. 


Roosevelt's reply to the nomination 


follows: 
"I am very grateful for the honor 


you confer upon me by nominating 
me as president. I cannot accept it 
at this time. I do not know the at- 
titude of the candidate of the Repub- 
lican party toward the vital questions 
of the day. Therefore, if you desire 
an immediate decision, I must decline 
the nomination.

hour session after the national con- 
vention adjotrrned sine die. 


They discussed T. R.'s message, and 


decided not to continue the negotia- 
tions with Roosevelt at this time. They 
adjourned to meet again in Chicago 
on June 25, at which time a reply will 
be made, if at all, to the Oyster Bay 
jmessage.

This led the speaker to the subject 


of preparedness, and in this connec- 
tion he claimed the present adminis- 
tration has done more for our army 
and our navy than any administration 
in our history. 
Preparedness for de- 


fense, not preparedness for aggres- 
sion, he said, wns what the Democratic 
party advocated. 


Mr. Glynn closed with an impas- 


sioned eulogy of President Wilson, 
predicting that when the history of 
these days of war is written his name 
will represent the triumph of Ameri- 
can principles over the hosts of dark- 
ness and of death. 


Formal business occupied the time 


of the rest of the first session, and the 
convention was then adjourned until 
Thursday. 


"Golden Lane" of Suffragists. 


The spectacular feature of the day 


was the unique demonstration made 
by the army of woman suffragists. 
This took the form of a "walkless pa- 
rade," the women, thousands of them, 
standing in lines on both sides of Lo- 
cust street, down which the delegates 
proceeded from their headquarters to 
the Coliseum. This was called the 
"Golden Lane," from the colors of the 
suffragists, and, though the demon- 
stration was talkless as well as walk- 
less, its proportions and the evident 
earnestness of the great number of 
women taking part seemed to have its 
due effect on the delegates. 
Every 


woman in the long lines wore a yellow 
sash and carried a yellow parasol. 
"Suffrage Plank," the donkey mascot 
of the St. Louis suffragists, was a fea- 
ture that called forth loud cheers, 
especially when he grew restless and 
let his heels fly about a bit. 


The climax of the women's demon- 


stration was a tableau at the old Art 
Museum, where Liberty stood on a 
pedestal in the center of a pyramid of 
beauteous ladies. 
„ 


The day's program of entertainment 


for delegates, alternates, correspond' 
ents and distinguished guests began 
after the convention adjourned. Auto- 
mobiles carried the city's guests on a 
tour of St. Louis, after which there 
was a moonlight excursion on the Mis- 
sissippi river, with a dinner, on the 
steamer Grey Eagle.

A man who kept from six to ten 


cows, or an average of about eight, 
was shipping only a little more than 
i five-gallon can of cream each wpek. 
It was not nearly enought but it 
helped out, and the heifer calves 
were all raised, which also helped 
out. 
Then too, two bunches of pigs 


yearly were grown on the skim milk. 
All in all, the cows were not doing 
what they should but it all helped. 


It became necessary, fortunately, 


for a sale to be held at that farm to 
raise ready money, and of course, 
the dairy cows were the drawing 
card. People came from a distance, 
pocaust they knew that the stock 


s well bred, and besides, altho 


they could not have known that the 
stuff had not been doing its best, it 
was a well known fact that the cows 
had kept tills family out of a hole 
every time. They sold from ?70 to 
$85 per head, only three choice hei- 
fers being kept to build up another 
hei'd. 


"How do you manage without that 


blessed old cream check," was asked 
the owner. 
'"Oh, we ship cream, or 


did until just now, and one of the 
cows will soon be fresh." 
"How 


often do you ship?" was almost in- 
credulously asked. 
"A can each 


week," was te hcheerful reply. • "Do 
you mean to say that you ship as 
much cream from three heifers as 
you did from eight cows?" 
Just 


what I'm telling you!" 


Then with a mischievous twinkle 


lie s-aid : "I almost found this out 
once before, that the feed all given 
to half as many cov, s, when you can- 
not afford to give what they actually 
need, will bring better returns, be- 
sides cutting the stabling and labor 
in two. 
But it seemed that there 


was no place to begin; we could not 
afford to part with this'one and we 
could not afford to part with that 
one so they all stayed until money, 
fortunately, had to be raised, and 
now that I know to a certainty that 
the system was all wrong it will not 
be repeated." 


Now, 
if those cows had been tested, 


with no thought to the rations they 
were expected to manufacture butter 
fat from, the greater part of them 
would have bee*n condemned, when, 
in fact, it was one of the best dairy 
herds in the country. 
It has been 


built up, little by little, buying a 
choice ,heifer where it was to be 
found, keeping the heifer calves and 
selling off the poorer individuals.

both, they would discover the in- 
crease of imports is wholly due to 
the fact that the U. S. Is drawing up- 
on al'i parts of the earth to secure the 
materials from which to manufacture 
the vast quantities of supplies of a.11 
sorts1 which other nations, both bell- 
igerents and neutrals, need at this 
time. Huge though it be, the domes- 
tic supply of many of these raw 
materials is not adequate to supply 
the demand, and hence foreign raw 
materials are being brought in to 
augment the domestic supply. 
That such is the situation clearly 


appears from new statistics on the 
subject just issued by the department 
of Commerce. 
By reducing or re- 


movnig entirely the tariffs on many 
essential ra wmaterials the Under- 
wood Tariff act greatly aided Amer- 
ican manufacturers in meeting the 
new foreign demands upon them. 
Thus millions upon millions of dol- 
ars have been drawn into this coun- 
try in payment of the service rend- 
ered by American labor and capital

A Battle With Bandits 


Stories of the Greatest 
Cases in the Career of 
Thomas Furlong, the Fa- 
mous Railroad Detective, 


Told by Himself

The American railroad men are one 


of the finest bodies of public servants. 
Their sense of responsibility is admit- 
tedly very high. So rarely does one 
botray his trust that the following rec- 
ord Is almost unique, and 
may 
be 


read without offense as the exception 
which proves the rule. 


About the twentieth day of Novem- 


ber, 1S08, I received an urgent sum- 
mons from Mr. Horace G. Clark, then 
general superintendent of the Gould 
system, 
with 
headquarters 
at 
St. 


Louis. 
I had formerly been chief of 


the secret service for the system and 
so lost no time in hurrying to the su- 
perintendent's office. 


"Furlong," began Mr. Clark, "a hold- 


up has been planned to 
take place 


near Sedalia, on the Lexington branch, 
and 1 want you to take charge of the 
matter Immediately. The information 
has been supplied by one of the con- 
spirators, who is really acting in our 
interests." 


"Mr. Clark," I answered, "my experi- 


ence has convinced me that It is Im- 
possible to rely on the statement of 
a man who is admittedly 
betraying 


his companions." 


The- superintendent demurred to this 


principle and explained the 
circum- 


stances. 
.Adams, the 
informant, had 


told him that the plot to bold up and 
rob one of the trains had been formed 
by six railway men. Including himself, 
James West, an 
engineer, and 
Ell 


Stubblefield, an ex-conductor. The ex- 
act date and point had not been defi- 
nitely fixed, but Adams was to furnish 
a team and conveyance which 
would 


take the would-be bandits to the place 
where the scheme was to 
"pulled 


Kansas & Texas Railroad company, 
being popularly known as "Katy." 
West had been an engineer fo" years, 
having been in charge of a 
freight 


train. Each of these men owed Adams 
quite a considerable sum of money. 
It was in the course of a conversation 
with them about their Indebtedness to 
him that Adams was approached by 
them upon the subject of robbing the 
train. "We will have plenty of money 
to pay you all that we owe you in a 
few days," said one of them, and then 
they asked him to join them in pull- 
Ing off the job, which he agreed to do 
for. the reason stated. 


I had known Mr. Clark tor a number 


of years, and, as stated 
above, had 


done considerable work for him while 
chief special agent for the Missouri Pa 
cific road. I had severed my connec- 
tion with that line at this 
time and 


was conducting a secret service com- 
pany in St. Louis. It %vas on account 
of the close friendship between us that 
Mr. Clark had sent for me, and on this 
account I was especially anxious 
to 


frustrate the robbery. 


"Furlong," said the superintendent 


"just as soon as the time and place for 
this hold-up have been fixed I will no- 
tify you, and I want you to take meas 
ures to prevent that train from being 
robbed and to catch the guilty 
par 


ties." 


Early on the morning of November 


23 I received a message from Mr. 
Clark, stating that the superintendent 
had just learned from Adams that the 
passenger train on the Lexingtor 
branch was to bo held up and robbec 
that night at a point nine miles north 
of Sedalia, and instructing me to take 
immediate steps to protect the train 
and prevent the robbery. The super 
intendent placed W. W. Kay, his spe 
cial agent, at my disposal, and two 


off." and after the coup had been ac- 
complished he was to take them back 
to the city of Sedalia. Ho further in- 
formed 
Superintendent 
Clark that 
- 


when the date and point of attack had m°re aeents' Detective Frank Larnet 
been settled ho would at once advise and another, who joined me at 
Inde 


pendence. 
The- fifth member of the 


party was Joseph S. Manning, one o 
my own staff, from the St. Louis of 
fiee. 


On consulting the official time care 


of the Missouri Pacific road I found 
that, in order to protect the Lexington 
branch train against the contemplate! 
robbery, it would 
be 
necessary 
ti 


leave St. Louis that morning, in orde 


liim. inasmuch as he had only agreed 
to furnish the conveyance and assist 
In the robbery so that 
each of 
the 


robbers might be apprehended and 
handed over to the law. 


Adams had been a faithful employe 


of the company for a 
number 
of 


years, and was in good standing with 
it. 
Ho had been 
a 
locomotive en- 


gineer, and his record was excellent. 


which he lived as a sober, reliable and 
Intelligent man, and a good citizen. 
While oiling around his engine one 
day at a station the throttle had begun 
to leak, thereby admitting steam 
to 


the cylinders, which caused the en- 
gine to trove suddenly while Adams' 
arm was extended through the spokes 
of the drlvewheels. The sudden move- 
ment of the engine.had torn the en- 
gineer's arm from the shoulder and 
thus terminated his career. The rail- 
road company had settled with Adams 
for the loss of his arm without suit, 
paying him a large sum, with which 
Adams set up in business in Sedalia 
as a money-lender. He had, however, 
as has been eald, a good reputation In 
the community. 


Among his clients were West and 


Stubblefield. 
The 
latter 
was well 


known as a freight 
train conductor 


and was in the service of the Missouri, 


He was regarded in the community in to board the endangered train at Inde 


pendence Junction the same evening 
as that train was due to leave Kansa 
City on its eastward trip before th< 
train from St. Louis arrived there, 
also found that if both trains were on 
time I would have three minutes a 
Independence to make connections. 
This was accompliushed. 


I told the conductor in charge of the 


Lexington branch train at Independ- 
ence of the Instructions which I had 
received from Superintendent Clark, 
and instructed him that, when the 
train was nagged and stopped, he 
should pay no attention to the parties 
who had signaled her, but was to de- 
vote his whole time to keeping his 
passengers quiet in their seats and, In 
particular, that he should see that 
none of them raised a window or put 
his head out. I fhen went over to the 
engineer and told him what was liable 
to happen. 


I HAD JUST TIME TO TAKE ONE SHOT AT HIM, 


When we arrivs at the curve," I 


aid, "you'll see the signal, which will 
a a red light shown across the track, 
'ou are to stop the train immediately, 
.nd under no circumstances are you 
o run beyond the danger signal" 


I further instructed him that, after 


.topping the train, he and his fireman 
:ould squat down on what is known as 
he hearth of the engine, In front of 
he boiler, where they would both be 
ntirely safe, and could not be reached 
by bullets fired from the sround, as 
he sides of the cab, up as far as the 
window 
sills, were steel, 
and 
by 


looping down below the level of the 
Ills both of them would be perfectly 
ate from any shots that might ba 
fired. The engineer and firemen both 
understood these instructions perfect- 
y, but were naturally somewhat per- 
urbed at the unexpected prospect in 
store for them. 


When tho train reached 
the first 


station north of ths curve where the 
loldup was to take place, and which 
was about two miles distant, I placed 
Mr. Manning on the front platform of 
the express and baggage car, which 
was immediately behind the engine. 
He was armed with a .44 Colt Detec- 
tive Frank Barnett of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, who, as 
has 
been said, 
had 


joined our party 
at 
Independence, 


where the transfer had been made to 
the Lexington branch train, was placed 
on the rear end of the 
express car, 


and armed with a repeating Winches- 
ter shotgun. I boarded the engine and 
took a seat on the engine box, while 
Mr. Kay was placed on the fireman's 
box on the opposite side. The fireman 
gave Kay his cap to wear, and I took 
the engineer's cap and put it on, so as 
to deceive any person upon the ground 
as to our identity. The real fireman 
and engineer stood on tha hearth in 
front of the boiler head, as they had 
been instructed. They could attend to 
their duties in that place just as well 
as though they were seated on their 
respective boxes. 


In this manner the train proceeded 


southward from the 
station 
toward 


the curve. When they reached it I, 
being on the inside, was the first to 
sea the signal. 
Adams' report had 


been verified to the letter 
and 
the 


hold-up party was on the spot in read- 
iness. 


The signal, which proved afterward 


to be a white lantern with a red hand- 
kerchief tied over it, thus giving it the 
appearance of a real danger 
signal, 


was swung backward 
and 
forward 


across the track 
vigorously. While 


the train was at least two hundred 
yards distant I called the engineer's 
attention to it. Ths train was 
then 


running at a speed of about thirty 
miles an hour. 


"Slow up!" I said to the engineer. 


"Get your train under control, and by 
all means be sure to come to a 
full 


stop before passing the signal." 


Tho engineer shut off steam, but he 


did not apply the air 
brakes, and, 


since there was a slight down-grade to 
the track, the train slackened speed 
very little. Either the engineer was 
too startled by the verifiqation of my 
statement to remember the brakes, or 
else he acted under the 
influence of 


the not unnatural desire to keep on 
his journey without waiting for the 
promised battle. At any rate, perceiv- 
ing that the train, was bound to pass 
the signal. I threw on the 
reverse 


lever, or "plugged the engine," as the 
engineer would say, which caused the 
wheels to slip, and gradually brought 
the train to a standstill, though not 
before it had passed the curve. 


Meanwhile the man with the lantern 


was standing in the middle of the 
track, swinging it rigorously. He did 
not move until the engine was almost 
on top of him, and it looked as if he 
was going to be rur: down. He leaped 
aside just in time to save himself as 
the train, with lessened speed but ter- 
rific momentum, pwept by at the rate 
of about fifteen miles an hour. 
He 


sprang to the right-hand side, which 
was the opposite side to that on 
which I was posted, and immediately 
opened fire on the engine with whal 
,vas afterward found to be a .45 Colt 
revolver. The upper part of the cab 
was riddled with bullets. The moment 
the firing began I sprang 
from 
mj 


side of the engine to the gangway on 
the side opposite. It took me no more 
than an instant to get to that position; 
the gangway was just passing the ban 
dit, and I had just time to take one 
shot at him. It was a good piece o: 
marksmanship, for the man rolled Into 
the ditch. At the same time another 
of the men was discovered upon the 
right side, and he also began firing al 
us, sending a couple of shots at Man 
ning, who was on the front end of the 
express car, both of which missed his 
head by onlyj a few inches. The train 
went thundering on 
and 
was 
no 


brought to a halt until it had passed 
the spot where the signal had 
been 


shown probably by three train lengths 
or fifteen hundred feet. 


I had Instructed Messrs. Kay ' am 


Manning that if any shooting occurre- 
they should open fire upon any 
per 


son whom they might 
see 
on th' 


ground. 
Similar 
instructions 
hai 


been given to Barnett. As soon a 
the train was brought to a standstil 
Kay, Manning and myself got down 
and started back to the curve/ where " 
expected to find the dead or woundei 
man whom I had shot, and who hai 
fallen into the ditch. After we hai 
left the train the engineer began back 
ing up faster than we could walk o 
run, and nearly ran the train over us 


A comic interlude was now provic 


ed. .At Lexington, Mo., the train ha 
picked up an extra coach, containin 
about twenty passengers, members 
an itinerant theatrical troupe boun 
for Sedalia, where they w.ere to give 
performance.

Man- 
ning succeeded in jumping over the 
ence, but I, imagining that the rob- 
ler had sprung the wires, and that I 
lould follow where the other had led, 
ried to get through, with the result 
hat I also got caught on the barbs 
and released myself with difficulty. By 
his time Manning had got quite a 
ead, but I put on a sprint and soon 
ivertook him, and so it was a neck 
and neck race for a hundred and fifty 
•ards. 


In the meantime the "barn-stormers" 


had taken the affair as a general jubl- 
ee, and had begun firing on friend

Then, with 
Frank Barnett, I returned on an engine 
from Sedalia to the scene of the at- 
tempted hold-up. Picking up the trail 
of the wounded man from his tracks 
and the blood in the snow, we followec 
it out to the main road and on toward 
Sedalia.

They told him that it would 


be impossible to procure a horse at

Having thus satisfied ourselves as

Stubblefield's 
objective, Barnett 


and I abandoned the hunt, returned to 
our engine, and were soon in Sedalia 
once more. Within two or three hours 
our conjecture that Stubblefleld was 
on his way to the town proved cor- 
rect, for the wounded man, whb turn- 
ed out to be Stubblefleld, as had been 
expected, was captured near his house 
by Manning and the Sedalia police 
officer, who were waiting for him, in 
accordance with their 
instructions. 


Stubblefleld was taken to the county 
jail, where. West had already been In- 
carcerated, and a physician was called 
to dress his wound.

among which was this, that two six- 
shooters had been 
found on

when he was searched, the bondsmen 
surrendered him to the sheriff, and 


was again locked up, remaining.in 


prison until his trial. 


Adams, the informant, who appears 


to have played a perfectly reputably 
part In the proceedings, stated to m% 
on the following day that at the last 
moment the other four railroad men 
who had promised to join in ths rob- 
bery, had weakened, and backed out. 
Stubblefield and West were, therefore, 
the only two whom he had taken out 
in his rig.

Capture of Demldovka la Announced 


by 
Petrograd—General 
Brusiloff's 


Army Has Advanced Sixty Miles 
Within Week—Berlin Reports Gain. 


London, June 14.—The great Rus- 


sian offensive, probably the most spec- 
tacular drive of the war since the Ger- 
man advance through Belgium, added 
nearly 7,000 more captives on Monday 
to the 108,000 already taken, and 
swept down upon Czcrnowitz, capital 
of Bukowina, which has been evacu- 
ated by its civil and military authori- 
ties for the eighth time In the course of 
the war. The Russians are reported 
to have entered the city. 


Petrograd officially announces a to- 


tal of 113,000 men and 1,700 officers 
captured in the two weeks' drive. The 
cossacks are pursuing the fleeing Aus- 
trians at many points. 


The capture of Demldovka, 15 miles 


west of Dubois, reveals an advance at 
the rats o£ at least eight miles a day 
by the Russians in the Volhynia re- 
gion. 


The Russians continue-to advance 


along the 250-mile lino between the 
Pripet marshes and the Bessarablan 
frontier.

the not unnatural desire to keep on 
his journey without waiting for the 
promised battle. At any rate, perceiv- 
ing that the train, was bound to pass 
the signal, I threw on the 
reverse 


lever, or "plugged the engine," as the 
engineer would say, which caused the 
wheels to slip, and gradually brought 
the train to a standstill, though not 
before it had passed the curve. 


Meanwhile the man with the lantern 


was standing in the 
middle of 
the 


track, swinging it vigorously. He did 
not move until the engine was almost 
on top of him, and it looked as if he 
was going to be run down. He leaped 
aside just in time to save himself as 
the train, with lessened speed but ter- 
rific momentum, pwept by at the rate 
of about fifteen miles an hour. 
He 


sprang to the right-hand side, which 
was the opposite side to that on 
which I was posted, and Immediately 
opened firo on the engine with what 
was afterward found to be a .4o Colt 
revolver. The upper part of the cab 
was riddled with bullets. The moment 
the firing began I sprang 
from 
my 


side of the engine to the gangway on 
tho side opposite. It took me no more 
than an instant-to get to that position; 
the gangway was just passing the ban- 
dit and I had just time to take one 
shot at him. It was a 'good piece of 
marksmanship, for the man rolled into 
the ditch. At the same time another 
of the men was discovered upon the 
right side, and he also began firing at 
us sending a couple of shots at Man- 
ning, who was on the front end of the 
express car, both of which missed his 
head by only; a few inches. The train

Stubblefield was taken to the county 
jail where.

when he was searched, the bondsmen 
surrendered him to the sheriff, and 
he was again locked up, remaining in 
prison until his trial. 
Adams the informant, who appears

AVISCOXSIX BOYS PROFITS 


BY UNIVERSITY TRAINING 


"In a dairy barn in a remote Wis- 


consin community the other day, the 
edi«or (Fort Scott, Kansas, Tribune 
Monitor) heard a crowd of farmers 
talking about the 'short course' as 
fumilany as a Kansas farmer talks 
of the weather. 
Probably not one 


man in ten in Kansas would have 
known what they referred to. 


'Up in Wisconsin boys and girls 


from every community attend the 
'short course' at the university each 
year to learn modern methods of 
fanning and dairying. 


"It is a common sight in Wiscon- 


sin dairy barns to see a young man 
in his twenties—the son of a dairy- 
man who has acquired a competency, 
pold his farm to'the boy and moved 
to the village—measuring out grain 
feed to cows according to their milk- 
ing capacity, measuring out skim- 
milk to the calves according to their 
rtge, weighing each cow's milk morn- 
ing and evening, judging his cows by 
the score card and keeping a herd of 
say thirty head wiih not more than 
ten acres of pasture on the place by 
feeding alfalfa and ensilage through- 


! out the summer as well as winter. 


I 
"This young man gets up about 


15:30 to 6 o'clock and doesn't work 
' any harder than the average Kansas 


farmer. 
From thirteen cows we saw 


one boy selling about $6 worth of 
milk a day to a creamery and getting 
his .okim milk back, pasteurized. lie 
had sold $1,600 worth of cows and 
calves from his pure bred and grade 
herd from Nov. 1, 1914, to Nov. 1, 
1915. 
He had an, automobile, a 


fuinace heated house, both hot and 
cold water, water in every cow's; 
stall and an attractive bride of four 
weeks, v/ho knew as much about cows 
and short courses as he and was as 
much interested in them. He had a 
100 acre farm and was telling corn 
and alfalfa because he had too much 
feed 
Only a few acres of waste land 


on the place were in red clover and 
blue grass pasture.
